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Divide  the  Township. 

The  desire  for  local  improvements 
which  has  <|<img  up  in  Bloomfield 
duruijr  the  past  three  years  has  lx  u  rn* 
much  fruit  and  no  one  will  ilcny  the  pro¬ 
gress  which  has  lieou  made  or  the  results 
which  have  l>een  accomplished.  They 
arc  so  familiar  i«»  all  and  have  been  so 
frequently  reterred  to  by  us  that  there  is 
no  occasion  for  reviewing  them  ntpw. 
This  growth  and  deveh»pement  has  from 
the  nature  of  the  ease  started  at  the 
center  and  1hvii  principally  enntuied  to 
that  portion  of  the  township  which  lie: 
nearest  the  centre*  The  residents!  of 
the  north  end  at  Brookdale  have  hot 
lieen  able  to  share  these  improvements 
directly  and  seem  to  consider  the  iifdi* 
reet  he»eiUs-4is  more  a  matter  of  tamo 
than  of  fort. 

Owing  to  the  |M*culinr  condition  of  the 
/avrs  regulating  these  matters,  the  neces¬ 
sary  cost  of  lighting  streets,  procur¬ 
ing  water,  repairing  roads  a,nd  sidewalks 
must  !**  placed  upon  the  whole  township, 
and  in  this  wayshey  are  taxed  for  Im  uc- 
fits  which  they  insist  they  do  not  share. 
The  feeling  on  this  subject  has  of  late 
grown  so  strong  that  certain  residents <  f 
Hrookttulc  have  negun  a  suit  against  tne 
township  by  which  they  hope  to  deprive 
the  Town  Committee  of  the  power  to 
light  any  streets  in  the  township  with 
gas,  and  also  of  the  power  to  niaky*  any' 
contract  with  the  Water  Company  tor 
water  tor  public  purjxxses. 

*  Now  it  is  plain  from  this  state  of  facts 
that  which  ever  way  this  suit  may  result 
the  interests  of  these  two  sections  of  the 
township  are  so  ditferent  that  the  time 
has  come  for  us  to  part. 

If  thetownship  wins  the  suit  our  Hnnik- 
dale  friends  will  lie  obliged  to  submil 
to  taxation  tor  these  lienefits  so  long  as 
they  remain  in  the  township.  If  the 
Hrookdalc  jieopit*  win  they  will  compel 
us  to  return  to  the  same  rural  simplicity 
which  now  delights  their  soul.  Either 
result  will  be  attended  with  considerable 
hardship  and  some  ill  feeling. 

The  true  rem oily  is  to  create  a  new 
township  of  Brookdalc  which  may  gov¬ 
ern  itself  according  to  its  own  sweet  will. 
Of  course  the  difficulty  will  lie  to  fix  the 
ilivisiou  line  but  we  feel  confident  that 
such  a  line,  can  lie  arranged  so  that  it 
will  l»c  generally  satisfactory,  and  we 
will  discuss  that  question  next  week. 


The  Sunday  Newspaper. 

That  the  publication  of  the  Sunday 
papers  gives  offence  to  large  numbers  of 
Christian  people,  is  served  by  the  vigor¬ 
ous  protests  made  against  them.  Recent¬ 
ly  the  Presbytery  of  Newark  requested 
its  ministers  to  preach  ujion  the  alarming 
desecration  nl'  t^e Sabbath.  A  tract  has 
al*»  lieen  issued  by  the  American  Church 
Press,  aimed  directly  at  the  Sunday  News- 
pajier.  \  ar  ions  /(grounds  of  indictment 
are  cited  against  them.  They  are  sevu- 
lor ;  containing  the  news  of  the  day,  mar¬ 
ket  reports,  advertisements,  and  com¬ 
ments.  They  require  the  habitual  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Day  in  their  issue  and 
distribution.  Their  legitimate  tendency 
is  to  obliterate  all  distinction  lictween 
days,  and  thus  tooncourage  and  strength¬ 
en  the  already  alarming  spirit  of  opjiosi- 
tion  to  the  Lord's  Day.  To  increase  the 
circulation  not  only  are  j>ony  expresses 
and  special  trains  pressed  into  the  ser¬ 
vice  at  certain  seasons,  but  a  larger  per 
cent  ol  profit  is  allowed  to  the  newsdeal¬ 
er  to  stimulate  him  in  pushing  his  traffic. 

Such  in  brief  are  some  of  the  argu. 
ments  advanced.  Their  iinjxirtanee 
must  l>e  conceded.  Nothing  so  tends  to 
improve  the  liodily  vigor,  the  mental 
culture,  and  the  spiritual  growth  of  man 
as  the  Christian  Sabbath.  The  example 
of  France,  where  the  Sabbath  is  made  a 
holiday,  a  day  for  all  kinds  of  work,  is 
here  given  as  a  caution  to  our  own  more 
fortunate  i>eople.  Well  should  we  guard 
this  day  from  customs  which  tend  to 
debase  it  or  detract  from  its  usefulness. 

Nevertheless  some  of  the  grounds  of 
argument  here  taken  may  Ik*  successfully

No  more  hard-working  class  can  U*  found 
u|xm  the  Sabbath  than  (Christian  minis¬ 
ters  :  vet  the^r  w«»rk  is  necessary.  Much 
work  iiiii-^  lx*  done  iijn.ii  the  Sttbliath: 
its  rightfiiln* —  or  wronjrftilne*-  will 
dejx*nd  ii|x»n  the  end  sought  to  Im* 
accomplished.  The  publication  of  a 
Sundav  pa|x*r  eatniot  tln  relbre.  in  jt-s'lti 
lx*  wrong.  Its  liiiiiaHafitv  must  s1m* 
established  ii|xm  the  ground  of  it.4  evil 
infiuenee.

The 
character  and  probable  intlucncc  of  such 
pa | NTs  w  ill  abo  lx*  carefeillv  ran\ asseil. 
Tin*  ground  taken  Isom^of  e\|x*dieiiei  : 
the  factors  of  diseussionj  arc  uncertain, 
and  conclusions  are  likely  to  ditl'er  wide¬ 
ly.  We  elnxise  to  present  tin*  side  of  the 
pajx*rs.  For  the  tii'ne  U'ing  it  is  the 
popular  side.  Six-hundred  Sunday  pa- 
jx*rs,  an*  said  to  lx:  sold  in  Hlixuntield, 
a  town  which  for  morality  ranks  high  in 
the  community,  and  whose  people  are 
largely  attendant  ujxm  the  churches.  It 
is  to  lx*  presumed  that  these  people,  the 
most,  inlelligmt  and  thoughtful  in  the 
community,  have  considered  carefully 
this  new  infiuenee  in  the  household,  and 
find  little  real  harm  resulting  to  its  in¬ 
mates.  The  news  of  the  day  is  not 
specially  harmful.  ^Comments  upon  it 
from  the  pulpit  are  not  unusual :  but 
with  the  coming  of  the  nowspaja*!*,  sen¬ 
sationalism  in  the  pulpit  is  without  ex¬ 
cuse.  The  Sunday  paper  having  already 
lx*en  read,  the  minister  has  no  call  for 
other  than  strictly  rcli/jimis  teach  in  fj 
from  the  Bible. 

Moreover  the  Sunday  Newspaper  is 
confessedly  a  1  letter  paper  than  that  pub¬ 
lished  during  the  week.  More  time  ik 
given  the  preparation  of  its  articles. 
Urea  ter  variety  is  introduced,  and  its 
literary  character  is  of  a  higher  order. 
Nor  d«x*s  it  necessarily  interfere  with  re¬ 
ligious  pursuits.  As  the  daily  paper  is 
put  aside  for  business  pursuits,  the  Sun¬ 
day  paper  gives  way  to  the  worship  ot 
(iod's  house,  the  preparation  of  the  Sun- 
day-School  lesson  or  religious  reading. 

By  its  variety  it  rests  the  mind;  liy  its 
elevated  moral  tone  it  improves  the  cha¬ 
racter  :  while  it  furnishes  rational  employ 
ment  to  take  tin-  place  of  gossip,  letter¬ 
writing,  walking,  or  dining. •  IftheSab- 
liatti  is  Thus  broken,  its  infraction  is  loss 
disastrous  to  the  Community  than  if  done 
in  a  more  ostentatious  manner. 

It  is  not  to  lie  denied  that  much  might 
well  be  omitted  from  tliesi*  papers.  'Hie 
vulgar  and  sensational  should  lx*  avoid. 
<^l.  A  higher  moral  tone  should  bo 
imparted  to  editorial  comment,  and 
columns  of  information  suited  to  the 
Sabbath  should  be  introduced. 

Educational  iuthiciiecs  are  not  to  be 
lassed  with  theatres,  opera-houses, 
stores,  or  trades,  except  as  their  charac¬ 
ter  may  demonstrate  them  to  lx* 
unworthy  the  sup|x>rt  of  the  people. 
The  Sunday  newspajx'r  while  not  an  un- 
mixed  gixxl  is  Hot  wholly  evil.  Like  all 
new  growths,  it  is  to  lx*  judged  by  its 
fruits. 

The  question  of  Sunday  newspapers  is 
a  live  oqp,  of  vast  importance,  upon 
which  wej  do  not  wish  to  lx*  entireh 
committed.  Any  who  may  ditl'er  with 
the  positions  alxive  taken  are  requested 
to  write  out  their  views  for  publication 
in  our  columns.
